Mexico's Pena Nieto seeks 
US help on violence 


Soccer Camp conducted by famed 
Dutch Football star Andre Ooijer 
begins this week 



MEXICO CITY(AFP) - Me¬ 
xico’s presumed president¬ 
elect Enrique Pena Nieto 
expressed hope yesterday for 
more US help in tamping a 
scourge of violence that has 
killed over 50,000 people in 
less than five years. 

While Washington is fo¬ 
cused on cracking down on 


crime syndicates responsible 
for smuggling illegal drugs 
into the United States, Mexico 
is more keen on halting the 
flow of weapons into the coun¬ 
try from its northern neighbor, 
saying the arms are fueling the 
bloody drug war. 


Aruba’s Minister of Public 
Health and Sport, Dr. Richard 
Visser, was proud to welcome 
back Andre Ooijer, one of the 
team members that took Hol¬ 
land to the Semi Final matches 
in the World Cup 2010 and 
who scored against Brazil du¬ 
ring the stunning upset game. 

Ooijers and three of his 
teammates took up an offer 
from Prime Minister Mike 
Eman at the time to take a va¬ 
cation on Aruba as guests of 
the island, after their hard-won 
victory. Minister Dr. Visser re¬ 
ported the Ooijer and his fa¬ 
mily particularly loved Aruba, 
and was very agreeable to the 
idea of returning and working 
with island youngsters by con¬ 
ducting a Soccer Camp, which 
he did last summer. 

Ooijer began playing foot¬ 
ball when he was five years old 
and at twelve started playing 
for amateur clubs SDW and 
SDZ. He signed on at home¬ 
town club Ajax Amsterdam 
during the 1986-87 season, 
featured for the reserve team. 
He played his last professional 
game for AFC Ajax on May 2, 
2012 against VVV-Venlo. He 
arrived on Sunday with his 
wife Joyce and daughters 
Demi and Danique to enjoy the 
summer school break and 
again conduct the Andre Ooi¬ 
jer Summer Soccer Camp. Dr. 
Visser was at the Reina Beatrix 
International Airport to greet 
the family. 

The program is offered 
without fee to island young¬ 
sters between the ages of seven 
and seventeen; last year they 
expected 50 campers and 
ended up with 100, this year 
they already have 140 signed 
up, and suspect they will have 
more by the time the sessions 
start on Wednesday, July 4. 
“This usually happens, many

1863), is visited every year by 
a growing number of visitors. 
This year’s commemoration 
attendance numbered several 
thousand visitors. 

The commemoration cere¬ 
mony was opened by Marian 
Markelo with a “Winti” rite, 
which is a Surinam’s tradition 
asking for protection from one 
and all willing to live in free¬ 
dom and unity. 

The Prime Minister of the 
Netherlands, Mark Rutte, was 
also in attendance for the com¬ 
memoration. In his words... 
’’Slavery in our country and in 
other parts of the Dutch King¬ 
dom, for many years was con¬ 
sidered very common. But, 
slavery is something non¬ 
human. Slavery reduced people 
to merchandise, where a small 
group took advantage of this. 
We remember today, with great 
respect, all the women, the men 
and the children who from one 
moment to another could no 
longer decide anything about 
their own lives. It is our obliga¬ 
tion to make everyone aware of 
this. The history of slavery is 
the history of us all. It is a dark 
page in our history that we 
must never forget.” 

The first wreath laid at the 
Slave Monument was placed 
by the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Rutte together with the Presi¬ 
dent of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, Mrs. Gerdie Verbeet. 
This was followed by the 
Plenipotentiary Minister of 
Aruba, Edwin Abath, then buy 
St. Maarten and Curacao. 

The Mayor of Amsterdam, 
Eberhard van der Laan to¬ 
gether with Law Keeper An- 
dree van Es placed a wreath 
representing the municipality 
of Amsterdam.

Together with Professor Amitai Etzioni, Prime Minister Eman describes Communitarianism in Action in Aruba 




CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts 
— On June 28, Prime Minister 
Eman gave a lecture at the 
prestigious Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology (MIT) 
before a select group of scho¬ 
lars from around the world 
(China, Mexico, Spain and of 
course the United States, 
among others) at part of the 
24th Annual Conference of the 


Society for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Socio- 
Economics (SASE). 
The theme of the Con¬ 
ference was: “Global 
Shifts: Implications for 
Business, Government 
and Labour.” Minister 
Eman spoke at the 
same event with the 
renowned Sociologist 
and Professor Amitai 
Etzioni, considered to 
be the founder and 
leader of the commu¬ 
nitarian movement. 

Minister Eman lec¬ 
tured on the topic of 
“Communitarianism in 
Action: The Case of 
Aruba and Building Stronger 
Communities.” Unlike many 
of the lecturers, who focused 
solely on theoretical aspects of 
the topic, Minister Eman was 
the only one, who gave vivid 
and concrete examples of gov¬ 
ernment policies that were put¬ 
ting into practice successfully 
the principles of communitari¬ 
anism. 


He began by describing 
Aruba’s successful transition 
to a tourism based economy 
following the closure of the oil 
refinery in 1986, and going 
from 2,000 to nearly 8,000 
hotel rooms. Since entering 
office in 2009, however, the 
Government decided that the 
way forward would be to focus 
on quality rather than quantity 
as additional hotel rooms can 
provide only diminishing eco¬ 
nomic returns. 

The Prime Minister said that 
tourism had provided great ma¬ 
terial advances for the people of 
Aruba, but he was concerned 
that the quality of life of 
Arubans had not kept pace with 
these financial and material 
gains over the last 25 years. He 
said in Aruba, “We have star 
hotels, but I want to see 5 star 
homes for the elderly, 5 star 
hospitals and 5 star schools 
too.” Prime Minister Eman ex¬ 
plained the guiding phrase for 
this in Aruba, “A dushi Aruba to 
live is a dushi Aruba for visi¬ 
tors.” He added, “I deliberately 


place the emphasis on first cre¬ 
ating an Aruba that has a high 
quality of life for Arubans, for 
it naturally follows that it also 
will be a pleasant Aruba for 
tourists and visitors.” 

He said he saw families 
working harder, but having 
less time together. According 
to Prime Minister Eman, “We 
cannot turn back the clock to a 
time when families and neigh¬ 
bors were spending more time 
together and looking out for 
one another, but I believe Go¬ 


vernment can help create the 
conditions that can promote 
greater social cohesion and 
sense of community.” 

He went on to describe the 
programs in Aruba that are en¬ 
couraging families and neigh¬ 
bors to spend more time 
visiting and talking with one 
another, such as Bo Bario and 
allowing neighborhood youth 
to paint homes in the commu¬ 
nity and restore a sense of be¬ 
longing and pride.

Microsoft to take $6.2 bn writeoff for online unit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mi¬ 
crosoft said yesterday it would 
take a $6.2 billion writedown 
to reflect the slump in value of 
its online services division. 

The charge reflects a write¬ 
down related to 2007 acquisi¬ 
tion of aQuantive, a digital 
advertising firm aimed at help¬ 
ing Microsoft compete against 
Google and others. 

The charge, to be reflected 
in the company’s upcoming 
earnings report, is required 
under accounting rules to re¬ 
flect a lower value or so called 
’’goodwill impairment.” 


’’The goodwill in the Online 
Services Division was substan¬ 
tially the result of the 2007 ac¬ 
quisition of aQuantive,” 
Microsoft said. 

”As a result of its 2012 im¬ 
pairment review, Microsoft has 
determined that a writedown 
of its Online Services Division 
goodwill of approximately 
$6.2 billion is required.” 

Microsoft announced the 
deal in August 2007 in a move 
aimed at seizing market share 
from rivals Yahoo! and Google 
in the lucrative market that tai¬ 
lors advertising to Internet 


has been increasing, and that 
revenue per search has also 
been growing. 

”MSN is the number one 
portal in 29 markets world¬ 
wide and the company's part¬ 
nership with Yahoo! has 
continued to expand geograph¬ 
ically,” Microsoft said in a 
statement. 

"While the Online Services 
Division business has been im¬ 
proving, the company's expec¬ 
tations for future growth and 
profitability are lower than 
search results. crosoft said the share of Inter- previous estimates.”

Japan defeats proposal for Atlantic 
sanctuary 


Obama congratulates 
Mexican president-elect 
in call 


PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AFP) - Japan and its allies 
yesterday shot down a Latin 
American proposal to create a 
sanctuary for whales in the 
southern Atlantic Ocean, 
reigniting international ten¬ 
sions over Tokyo's whaling. 

The International Whaling 
Commission, which has long 
been tom by disputes, fell into 
familiar divisions just hours 
after senior officials opened 
the main session of their an¬ 
nual meeting in Panama City. 

Argentina, Brazil, South 
Africa and Uruguay put for¬ 
ward a proposal to declare the 
southern Atlantic a no-kill 
zone for whales, a largely sym¬ 
bolic measure as no whaling 
takes place there now. 

Thirty-eight countries voted 
in favor of the measure and 21 
voted against, with two absten¬ 
tions. Under the rules of the 


Commission, proposals needs 
to enjoy a "consensus" of 75 
percent support for approval. 

Jose Truda Palazzo, who 
spearheaded the proposal for 
the southern Atlantic sanctuary 
when he was Brazil's represen¬ 
tative to the International 
Whaling Commission, blamed 
nations that receive Japanese 
aid for scuttling the proposal. 

"Japan doesn't want to give 
an inch on anything that may 
compromise their ability to 
roam the world doing whaling 
as they see fit," said Palazzo, 
who is now at Brazil's non¬ 
governmental Cetacean Con¬ 
servation Center. 

"You can't really believe 
that Naum or Tuvalu has an in¬ 
terest or has studied the sanc¬ 
tuary. They are voting because 
Japan tells them to," he said. 

Japan each year kills hun¬ 
dreds of whales in Antarctic 


waters that are already consi¬ 
dered a sanctuary, infuriating 
Australia and New Zealand 
where whale-watching is a 
growing industry. 

Japan says it is technically 
abiding by a 1986 moratorium 
on commercial whaling set by 
the commission as it uses a 
clause that allows lethal re¬ 
search on the ocean giants, 
with the meat then going to 
consumption. 

Japan argues that whaling is 
part of its culture and accuses 
Western nations of insensiti¬ 
vity. Environmentalists say 
that few Japanese eat whale 
and that the country's position 
is driven by its powerful fish¬ 
ing industry. 

Norway and Iceland are the 
only countries that openly defy 
the whaling moratorium, al¬ 
though their hunts are confined 
to nearby waters. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
called Mexico's president-elect 
Enrique Pena Nieto yesterday 
to congratulate him on an elec¬ 
tion win which returned the 
once-reviled Institutional Rev¬ 
olutionary Party to power. 

"The President reiterated 
his commitment to working in 
partnership with Mexico, and 
looks forward to advancing 
common goals," a White 
House statement said. 

Those goals include "pro¬ 
moting democracy, economic 
prosperity, and security in the 
region and around the globe," 
the statement said. 

"The President also con¬ 
gratulated the Mexican people 
who have once again demon¬ 
strated their commitment to 
democratic values through a 
free, fair, and transparent elec¬ 
tion process," it added. 

Mexico and the United 
States, major trade partners 


and allies, have a constant dia¬ 
logue on the vicious drugs war 
raging in Mexico, much of it 
over substances destined for 
American users. 

Pena Nieto declared victory 
in the presidential election late 
Sunday, after first official re¬ 
sults showed him with 38 per¬ 
cent of the vote, ending more 
than a decade in the political 
wilderness for the PRI. 

His nearest rival, leftist An¬ 
dres Manuel Lopez Obrador 
from the Party of the Demo¬ 
cratic Revolution (PRD), took 
31 percent but refused to con¬ 
cede the race, claiming to have 
data showing different results. 

The PRI was synonymous 
with the Mexican state as it 
governed for seven decades 
until 2000 using a mixture of 
patronage and selective repres¬ 
sion — isolating political foes 
through bought elections and 
skewed media coverage.

"As part of our agenda with the 
US government, we must 
focus on a more efficient way 
of fighting (the drug trade) to 
reduce the level of violence," 
Pena Nieto told a group of for¬ 
eign reporters. 

Pena Nieto said he will 
maintain President Felipe 
Calderon's strategy of using the 
military to target drug cartels 
and capture top criminals. But 


he vowed to focus on quickly 
bringing down the number of 
killings and kidnappings. 

"Society clearly expects im¬ 
mediate short-term results... 
like a lower rate of crime and 
kidnapping," Pena Nieto said. 

Washington must also un¬ 
derstand "where our priorities 
lie, which is in containing the 
violence" affecting vast regions 
of Mexico, Pena Nieto said.

Libya releases ICC legal team 


ZINTAN, Libya (AFP) - Yes¬ 
terday Libya freed four envoys 
of the International Criminal 
Court who had been detained 
after visiting a son of slain dic¬ 
tator Moamer Kadhafi last 
month, officials said. 

"The four members (of the 
ICC team) were released," 
Ajmi al-Atiri, commander of a 
brigade holding Seif al-Islam 
Kadhafi, told journalists in 
Zintan, southwest of Tripoli. 

The four, including Aus¬ 
tralian lawyer Melinda Taylor, 
had been held in Zintan since 
June 7 after travelling to the 
hilltop town to help prepare 
Seif al-Islam's defence. 

Taylor was accused of car¬ 
rying a pen camera and at¬ 
tempting to give Seif al-Islam 
a coded letter from his former 
right-hand man, Mohammed 
Ismail, who is wanted by the 
Libyan authorities. 

The other three detained 
ICC staffers are Taylor’s inter¬ 
preter from Lebanon, Helen 
Assaf, and two colleagues, 


Russian Alexander Khodakov 
and Esteban Peralta Losilla 
from Spain. 

The ambassadors of all 
countries concerned were pre¬ 
sent during the release. 

Libyan Deputy Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Abdel 
Aziz said the ICC envoys 
would leave the North African 
country later yesterday, as part 
of an agreement that his go¬ 
vernment reached with The 
Hague-based court. 

ICC president Sang-Hyung 
Song, speaking at the same 
news conference in Zintan, 
thanked the Libyan authorities 
for mediating the release of the 
court's legal team. 

"The ICC is grateful to the 
Libyan authorities for making 
the necessary arrangements to 
allow the release of the ICC 
members," Song said. 

"I wish to apologise for the 
difficulties which arose due to 
these events. There will be an 
investigation following the re¬ 
turn of (the ICC) members to 


The Hague. Any member 
found with any misconduct 
will face appropriate sanction." 

The ordeal of the ICC legal 
team might not be over just 
yet. 

Abdel Aziz said the four 
had been summoned to a 
Libyan court on July 23 to 
complete the judicial process 
which was set in motion by the 
prosecutor general's investiga¬ 
tions. 

Any verdict would be trans- 
fered by the ICC for follow-up, 
he said, adding: "The ICC has 
agreed to keep Libyan author¬ 
ities informed on the results of 
its investigations." 

It was unclear whether they 
would have to return to Libya 
for the case or be tried in ab¬ 
sentia. 

Libyan officials have said 
that the actions of the ICC 
team represented a "breach of 
national security," a matter 
Tripoli did not take lightly, de¬ 
spite its declared commitment 
to cooperate with the court.

'Leap second' wreaks 
Internet havoc 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
adjustment of a mere second in 
the official global clock sent 
dozens of websites crashing in 
an incident reminiscent of the 
Y2K bug over a decade ago. 

The "leap second" was 
added to the Coordinated Uni¬ 
versal Time to adjust clocks to 
the earth's rotation the night of 
June 30, delaying for one se¬ 
cond the transition to July 1. 

The extra second was too 
much for some software to 
handle. 

Reddit, a social news net¬ 
work, posted a Twitter mes¬ 
sage, saying "We are having 
some Java/Cassandra issues 
related to the leap second." 

A later message by Reddit 
attempted to make fun of the 
issue: "You ever wish you had 
an extra second or two? This is 
not one of those times." 

Mozilla, the organization 
behind the Firefox browser, 
also had problems. 

"Java is choking on leap 
second," said Mozilla engineer 
Eric Ziegenhorn, who noted 
that some services using the 
Java software platform were 
malfunctioning. 

The outages came roughly 
at the same time as a major US 
storm which knocked out 
power to an Amazon data stor¬ 
age site which serves as cloud 
host for many websites, in¬ 
cluding Netflix. 

Some sites such as the so¬ 


cial network Foursquare said it 
was affected by the Amazon 
outage. 

Finkedln, the professional 
social network, said its service 
was down on Saturday, with¬ 
out elaborating. 

"Some of you may have ex¬ 
perienced difficulty accessing 
the site. Our team is working on 
it now. Stay tuned for more," 
Finkedln said on Twitter. 

The Australian airline Qan- 
tas reported delays which 
some media said were due to a 
software problem with the 
Amadeus reservation system, 
impacted by the leap second. 

Google went in prepared 
for the latest of 25 leap se¬ 
conds added since 1972, ha¬ 
ving identified problems in 
2008 and developing "one of 
our coolest workarounds." 

"The solution we came up 
with came to be known as the 
'leap smear,"' Google engineer 
Christopher Pascoe said in 
posting last year. 

We modified our internal 
NTP servers to gradually add a 
couple of milliseconds to every 
update... Google engineers de¬ 
veloping code don't have to 
worry about leap seconds." 

The problems evoked the 
so-called bug from the year 
2000, when computer systems 
designed for years expressed in 
two digits such as 99 for 1999 
had to be adapted to four dig¬ 
its.

PATNA, India (AFP) - Police 
arrested a teenage girl in east¬ 
ern India on charges of 
killing her father and brother 
who opposed her affair with 
a lower-caste boy, in a rever¬ 
sal of the usual ’’honour 
killing” scenario. 


According to police, the 
14-year-old confessed Sun¬ 
day after her arrest to mixing 
poison with a vegetable curry 
that she served to her father 
and younger brother who 
both died after consuming the 
dish. 


Philippines to vaccinate 
700,000 babies 



MANILA (AFP) - Philippine 
President Benigno Aquino said 
Monday the government 
would vaccinate 700,000 ba¬ 
bies this year to protect them 
from a virus that causes diar¬ 
rhoea, a killer disease ravaging 
poor communities. 

While diarrhoea is a pre¬ 
ventable disease, Aquino said 
health authorities had strug¬ 
gled to stop outbreaks from 


happening with many poor 
communities having no ac¬ 
cess to basic medical care. 

”In the Philippines alone, 
thousands of children suffer 
from diarrhoea each year, 
with over 3,500 cases leading 
to death,” Aquino said. 

’’For this year, 700,000 in¬ 
fants from families listed in 
our national household target¬ 
ing system will be vacci¬ 
nated,” he said. 

He said the vaccines would 
address infections from ro¬ 
tavirus, the most common 
cause of severe diarrhoea in 
babies and children aged five 
and below. 

According to the United Na¬ 
tions Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF), diarrhoea is the 
third leading cause of child ill¬ 
ness and the fourth leading 
cause of deaths among chil¬ 
dren less than five years in the 
Philippines. 


The girl’s mother, Sunita 
Devi, told police she survived 
because she had been ill and 
refused to eat the food. 

’’The girl took this extreme 
step as her family members, 
including father, brother and 
mother, were... against her 
love affair with a boy and her 
plans to marry him,” senior po¬ 
lice officer Upendra Kumar 
Sinha told AFP. 

The boy was a member of 
India's Dalit community. 

Dalits, or "untouchables” as 
they used to be known, occupy 
the lowest rung in India's rigid 
caste hierarchy. Most live in 
poverty and do menial, sup¬ 
posedly "unclean" jobs like 
collecting garbage. 

The girl's family, which be¬ 
long to a higher caste, had pre¬ 
viously beaten the boy when 
the couple were caught trying 
to elope. 

Such incidents resulting 
from disputed inter-caste rela¬ 
tionships more commonly see 
male family members murder¬ 
ing their daughter or sister for 
bringing "dishonour” on the 
family. 

There are no official figures 
on honour killings, though an 
independent study in 2010 
suggested as many as 900 
were committed every year in 
the northern Indian states of 
Haryana, Punjab and Uttar 
Pradesh. 



World has 5 mn test 
tube people: estimate

PARIS (AFP) - In-vitro fertil¬ 
isation (IVF) has given the 
world about five million new 
people since the first test tube 
baby was bom in England 34 
years ago, according to an es¬ 
timate released on Monday. 

As the initial controversy 
over man's scientific manipu¬ 
lation of nature has faded, 
about 350,000 babies con¬ 
ceived in petri dishes are now 
bom every year, said the Euro¬ 
pean Society of Human Re¬ 
production and Embryology 
(ESHRE). 

That represents about 0.3 
percent of the 130-million-odd 
babies added to the world pop¬ 
ulation annually. 

"Millions of families with 
children have been created, 
thereby reducing the burden of 
infertility,” said David Adam¬ 
son, chairman of the Interna¬ 
tional Committee for 
Monitoring Assisted Repro¬ 
ductive Technologies (IC- 
MART). 

IVF, which involves placing 
an egg and sperm together in a 
petri dish for conception, and 
a sub-category known as ICSI 
(intracytoplasmic sperm injec¬ 
tion) where the sperm is in¬ 
serted with a micro-needle 
directly into the egg, have be¬ 
come commonplace. 

But it has proven controver¬ 
sial over the years, with some 
fearing it paved the way for 
so-called designer babies 
whose characteristics are cho¬ 


sen by parents. 

The Vatican considers it im¬ 
moral because of the wastage 
of a large number of embryos, 
and the procedure has been 
criticised for allowing women 
to have children until a much 
older age. 

The birth estimate was done 
by ICMART for the 28th an¬ 
nual meeting of ESHRE which 
opened in Istanbul, Turkey, on 
Sunday. 

It was based on the number 
of IVF and ICSI treatments 
recorded worldwide up to 
2008, and estimates for the 
years thereafter for which con¬ 
firmed figures are not yet 
available. 

The data showed that about 
1.5 million IVF and ICSI treat¬ 
ments are now administered 
around the world every year — 
more than a third of them in 
Europe. 

Success rates have sta¬ 
bilised, with about a third of 
fertilised embryos implanted 
resulting in a live birth. 

ESHRE said there was a 
trend in Europe to implant 
fewer embryos at a time, caus¬ 
ing a drop in multiple births 
which carry a higher risk of 
complications for the mother, 
a lower baby birth weight, and 
developmental difficulties. 

The number of triplets has 
fallen below one percent, said 
the statement, "and for the first 
time, the twin delivery rate 
was below 20 percent.”

Kim Jong-ll ordered uranium 
bombs: reports 


TOKYO (AFP) - The late 
North Korean leader Kim Jong- 
ll ordered his scientists to pro¬ 
duce "a massive amount” of 
uranium bombs, according to 
internal regime documents, re¬ 
ports in Japan said Monday. 

Pyongyang has long main¬ 
tained that it was enriching ura¬ 
nium solely for the purpose of 
power generation, despite 
widespread suspicion in the 
outside world. 

But the document, detailing 
domestic and foreign policies, 
said Kim Jong-ll — who died in 
December — ordered the pro¬ 
duction of nuclear weapons 
using both uranium and pluto¬ 
nium. 

It refers to spot inspections 


on uranium-enrichment facili¬ 
ties carried out by US experts 
in November 2010, which fol¬ 
lowed plutonium bomb tests in 
2006 and 2009. 

"To tell the truth... (the late 
leader said) we are not waiting 
for the uranium-enriching tech¬ 
nology to develop so it can be 
put to use by civilian indus¬ 
tries” such as power generation, 
the paper quoted it as saying. 

"From a military point of 
view, it is a matter of course 
that we should use plutonium 
and highly-enriched uranium 
for atomic bombs,” the docu¬ 
ment reportedly said, adding 
Kim Jong-ll gave subordinates 
"a concrete task to produce a 
massive amount of nuclear 


Guinness says Philippine 
croc world's largest 



MANILA (AFP) - A saltwater 
crocodile weighing more than a 
tonne and suspected of killing 
two people in the Philippines 
has been declared the largest 
such reptile in captivity by the 
Guinness Book of World 
Records. 

The 6.17-metre (20.24-foot) 
male, nicknamed "Lolong”, 
was captured in the Agusan 
marsh on the southern island of 
Mindanao last September after 
a two-year search following the 
killing of a girl and the disap¬ 
pearance of a fisherman. 

"The largest crocodile in 
captivity is Lolong, a saltwater 
crocodile (Crocodylus poro- 
sus), who measured 6.17 m,” 
Guinness said on its website. 

"Lolong’s weight was also 
measured at a nearby truck 
weigh-bridge and verified as 
approximately 1,075 kg (2,370 
lbs).”

affairs coordinator for the town 
of Bunawan, which has custody 
of the new record-holder, said 
Monday the local government 
had received an official certifi¬ 
cation from Guinness. 

At first, Lolong was fed the 
equivalent of 10 percent of his 
body weight in beef, pork and 
poultry every month, but an ex¬ 
pert put him on a diet of eight 
to 10 kilograms a week to get 
him to be more active, she 
added. 

The expert also recom¬ 
mended that the meat be given 
with skin and feathers attached, 
to help digestion. 

The Guinness record was 
previously held by Cassius, a 
5.48-metre Australian saltwater 
crocodile weighing close to a 
tonne. 

Cassius has been kept at a 
crocodile park at an island off 
Queensland since his capture in 
the Northern Territory in 1984. 



GUWAHATI, India (AFP) - At 
least 79 people have died and 
2.2 million forced to leave 
their homes over the last week 
as torrential monsoon rains 
triggered floods across India’s 
northeast, officials said Mon¬ 
day. 

Assam state, which borders 
Bhutan and Bangladesh, has 
been worst hit with the mas¬ 
sive Brahmaputra river 
breaching its banks, while ex¬ 
tensive flooding has also hit 
the states of Arunachal 
Pradesh and Manipur. 

The Assam state govern¬ 
ment said 26 of 27 districts had 
endured flash floods as heavy 
rains destroyed thousands of 
flimsy homes, blocked roads 


and swamped fields. 

"So far 79 people have died 
in separate incidents of boat 
capsize or have drowned while 
trying to escape the gushing 
waters and also in landslides,” 
state authorities said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The statement added that an 
estimated 2.2 million people 
had been displaced, with thou¬ 
sands of homes wrecked and 
more than 500,000 people 
being sheltered in relief 
camps. 

”We have opened makeshift 
relief camps for the displaced, 
while many more were forced 
to take shelter on raised plat¬ 
forms and in tarpaulin tents,” 
Assam's health minister Hi- 


manta Biswa Sarma told AFP. 

Officials said more than 70 
percent of the Kaziranga Na¬ 
tional Park, famous for its 
tigers, one-horned rhinos and 
elephants, was submerged 
under water. 

"The animals are trying to 
move to safer areas,” park war¬ 
den Sanjib Bora told AFP. 

Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh and the Congress party 
president Sonia Gandhi visited 
Assam on Monday to take an 
aerial survey and inspect relief 
work. 

In the adjoining states of 
Arunachal Pradesh and Ma¬ 
nipur, monsoon rains caused 
widespread flooding but there 
were no reported deaths. 

The monsoon, which 
sweeps across the sub-conti¬ 
nent from June to September, 
is crucial for the region's farm¬ 
ers but also claims casualties 
from flooding every year.

New World Bank chief warns on euro- 


BRASILIA (AFP) - A Brazi¬ 
lian judge has ordered oil giant 
Shell and chemical behemoth 
BASF to pay $500 million in 
compensation for hundreds of 
ex-workers suing for damages 
in a suspected plant contami¬ 
nation case, a judicial source 
said yesterday. 

Labor judge Ines Correa 
Cerqueira from the town of 
Paulinia in Sao Paulo state 
ruled that the two foreign com¬ 
panies must deposit $500 mil¬ 
lion in a compensation fund 
pending the outcome of the 
class action lawsuit, according 
to the source who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Prosecutors in May pressed 
for the money to be deposited 
in the fund to ensure that the 
ex-workers get medical treat¬ 
ment while awaiting a final 
ruling in the case. 

Anglo-Dutch Shell and 
Germany's BASF were ac¬ 
cused five years ago of con¬ 
taminating workers at a plant 
in Paulinia, located 102 kilo¬ 
meters (63 miles) from Sao 
Paulo, which was closed in 
2002. 

The source said the labor 
judge also agreed to expand 
the number of plaintiffs in the 
case from the initial 772 to 
1,142. 

In a statement, Shell said it 
would fight the decision, argu¬ 
ing that the list of beneficiaries 
of the fund included "people 
who did not prove that they 
had any link with the firms." 

The ex-workers blamed 
their health problems on pro¬ 
longed handling of chemicals. 
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The two companies were also 
accused of contaminating 
ground water near the plant. 

"Several tests determined 
that there was contamination 
of the water, air and ground 
(by toxic chemicals), and that 
as a result many people suf¬ 
fered from prostate cancer and 
thyroid gland problems. So far 
we have counted 61 dead," 
Clarissa Ribeiro, a prosecutor 
in the case, said in May. 

Lower courts had ordered 
the two firms to cover the costs 
of medical treatment. 

The case was appealed to 
the higher court in Brasilia, 
which is to issue a final ruling 
at an unspecified time. 

Shell owned the plant from 
1974 to 1995, when it sold it to 
US conglomerate Cyanamid. 
BASF, world's leading chemi¬ 
cal company, bought the plant 
in 2000.

"The time is right for Air¬ 
bus to expand in America," 
said Fabrice Bregier, Airbus 
president and chief executive. 

The new assembly plant, 
to be built in the southern 
Gulf Coast port city of Mo¬ 
bile, Alabama, could more 
than double Airbus's market 
share in the huge market, the 
company said 


GlaxoSmithKline fined 
$3bn in US 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Glaxo¬ 
SmithKline was socked with 
$3 billion in fines by US au¬ 
thorities yesterday over char¬ 
ges it marketed drugs for 
unauthorized uses, held back 
safety data, and cheated the 
government's Medicaid pro¬ 
gram. 

The Justice Department 
said GSK was fined over mis¬ 
branding its drugs Paxil and 
Wellbutrin, and for holding 
back data while making un¬ 
backed claims for its diabetes 
drug Avandia. 

GSK pleaded guilty and 
agreed to the fines in what the 
department called the largest 
health care fraud settlement in 
US history. 

GSK, one of the world's 
largest health care and pharma¬ 
ceuticals companies, admitted 
to charges that it had promoted 
antidepressants Paxil and 
Wellbutrin for uses not ap¬ 
proved for by US regulators, 
including treatment of children 
and adolescents. 

The British drugmaker also 
conceded charges that it held 
back data and made unsup-

"Markets can manage risks 
that they're well aware of. The 
danger we're creating is that 
the pattern of policy making is 
increasing uncertainty and 
making markets more nervous, 
which has a negative feed¬ 
back," he warned.

'Proud' CNN host Cooper confirms 
he is gay 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
CNN presenter and journalist 
Anderson Cooper outed him¬ 
self as gay Monday, saying he 
’’couldn't be any more happy, 
comfortable with myself, and 
proud." 

The 45-year-old confirmed 
what for many was common 
knowledge in an email to a 
journalist for The Daily Beast 
online who had asked Cooper 
to comment on the issue of 
celebrities coming out. 

"Even though my job puts 
me in the public eye, I have 
tried to maintain some level of 
privacy in my life. Part of that 
has been for purely personal 
reasons," he wrote to journal¬ 
ist Andrew Sullivan. 

"I think most people want 
some privacy for themselves 
and the people they are close 
to," he added in the email, 
published on the British jour¬ 
nalist's "The Dish" blog on the 
Daily Beast. 

But said Cooper: "Re¬ 
cently... I've begun to consider 
whether the unintended out¬ 
comes of maintaining my pri¬ 
vacy outweigh personal and 
professional principle. 

"It's become clear to me 
that by remaining silent on 
certain aspects of my personal 
life for so long, I have given 
some the mistaken impression 
that I am trying to hide some¬ 
thing — something that makes 
me uncomfortable, ashamed 
or even afraid. This is distress¬ 


ing because it is simply 
not true. 

He continued: "The 
fact is, I'm gay, always 
have been, always will 
be, and I couldn't be any 
more happy, comfort¬ 
able with myself, and 
proud." 

Cooper is the main 
anchor of the daily 
news show "Anderson 
Cooper 360" on CNN, 
but also had a syndi¬ 
cated daytime talk 
show, "Anderson." 

His comments came after 
an article last week in "Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly" highlight¬ 


ing an emerging trend for gay 
people in public life to come 
out in a more restrained way 
than in the past. 

The CNN presenter said in 
his email published Monday: 
"I have always been very 
open and honest about this 
part of my life with my 
friends, my family, and my 
colleagues. 

"In a perfect world, I don't 
think it's anyone else's busi¬ 
ness, but I do think there is 
value in standing up and being 
counted. I'm not an activist, 
but I am a human being and I 
don't give that up by being a 
journalist." 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope Benedict XVI on Monday ap¬ 
pointed German archbishop Ludwig Muller to head up 
the Vatican's orthodoxy watchdog, replacing American 
Cardinal William Levada who is retiring from the post.The 
Archbishop of Regensburg in southern Germany, Muller 
has a reputation as a defender of Catholic Orthodoxy and 
has been criticised by German groups clamouring for 
change, such as "Die Kirche von unten" (The Church 
from below). A personal friend of the German-born pope, 
who charged him with publishing his writings, Muller is 
however also known for his long-standing support for 
Gustavo Guttierez, founder of the socialist Liberation 
theology movement. Muller, 64, takes over at the helm of 
the Congregation of the Doctrine of the Faith, which 
plays a key role in the Vatican's governing body, holding 
the diverse theological initiatives within the global 
Catholic church to account. He is expected to take up the 
post in the next few days when Levada retires. The 
watchdog cracks down on dissident factions, from rebel¬ 
lious priests in Australia, Germany and Austria pushing 
for change to the Vatican's approach to priest celibacy 
and women in the Church, to "radical feminist" nuns in 
the United States.

At the ceremony in the pres¬ 
ident's Quirinale palace, Pran- 


delli said he was grateful to 
Napolitano for coming to sup¬ 
port the team in its first match 
against Spain in Gdansk and 
for inviting them over "what¬ 
ever the result”. 

Napolitano was Italy's

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Swimmings Phelps settles 
for seven In London 




Athletics: Felix to run 100-200 in London 
after Tarmoh quits 


OMAHA (AFP) - Michael 
Phelps won't try to replicate 
his glittering eight-gold haul 
of 2008 at the London 
Olympics, coach Bob Bow¬ 
man said Monday. 

Bowman announced on 
Twitter that Phelps wouldn't 
swim the 200m freestyle in 
London, although he won it 
over rival Ryan Lochte at the 
US Olympic swimming trials. 

"Michael Phelps will be re¬ 
moving the individual 200 
freestyle from his Olympic 
program," Bowman tweeted. 
"This will give him a full slate 
of 7 events. "His change will 
allow him to focus more en¬ 
ergy on relays for Team USA." 

Since taking his career tally 
of Olympic golds to 14 in Bei¬ 
jing, Phelps had insisted he 
wouldn't swim eight events at 
his last Olympics in London. 

But at the trials, which con¬ 
clude on Monday night, he 
qualified in exactly the same 
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eight events: the 100m and 
200m butterfly, 200m freestyle 
and 200m and 400m individ¬ 
ual medleys. He's expected to 
swim three relays. 

Phelps, whose 16 Olympic 
medals include two bronze 
won in Athens, will still be 
able to surpass Russian gym¬ 
nast Larisa Latynina for the 
most Olympic medals won in 
a career —18 — but he would 
only be able to match her total 
of 14 individual Olympic 
medals. 

He will also have a chance 
to claim a third straight 
Olympic title in four events — 
the 100m and 200m butterfly 
and the 200m and 400m indi¬ 
vidual medley. 

No male swimmer has ever 
won the same Olympic event 
at three straight Games, al¬ 
though two women swimmers 
have accomplished the feat. 

With Phelps's withdrawal, 
Ricky Berens gains the second 
spot on the US team in the 
200m free after finishing third 
at trials behind Phelps and 
Lochte.

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And Spain is still Celebrating 



MADRID (AFP) - Spain's 
Euro 2012 heroes parted a red- 
and-yellow sea of cheering 
fans Monday, winding through 
Madrid's baking streets on a 
victory parade that briefly 
eclipsed an economic crisis. 

Captain Iker Casillas and 
his teammates passed around a 
silver trophy captured in their 
4-0 thrashing of Italy, unleash¬ 
ing explosions of joy as they 
toured the capital in an open- 
top double-decker bus. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
people lined the route, solidly 
packing steets from the pave¬ 
ment to the edge of the bus, 
chased by running fans, and 
escorted by mounted police. 

Awaiting the party's climax 
in Plaza de Cibeles square, 


fans packed in 36C (97F) heat 
and were sprayed with water 
hoses, dancing as pop groups 
played on a huge stage, backed 
by a giant video screen. 

Spaniards swelled with 
pride after the thumping vic¬ 
tory in the Ukrainian capital of 
Kiev delivered the nation an 
unprecendented third straight 
international football title after 
the Euro of 2008 and World 
Cup of 2010. 

All the squad wore red tee- 
shirts emblazed with the words 
"Champions of Europe". 

Barcelona forward Cesc 
Fabregas laughed and waved 
to fans and Real Madrid's Ser¬ 
gio Ramos danced in his seat. 
Coach Vicente del Bosque, in 
a white business shirt, leaned 


over and waved gingerly. 

From apartment balconies 
draped with the Spanish flag, 
residents threw buckets of 
water to cool fans in the street 
down below. 

"Champions, Champions!" 
sounded through the capital. 

After touching down in 
Madrid-Barajas airport, cap¬ 
tain Casillas stood at the door 
of the Iberia Airbus A319 and 
showed the Spain the first 
glimpse of the 2012 trophy on 
home ground. 

King Juan Carlos, 74, still 
hobbling after injuring his hip 
during an African elephant¬ 
hunting safari, joined with the 
royal family in hailing the vic¬ 
tors at the Palacio de la 
Zarzuela in Madrid.
